Missions on alert after second bomb explodes in London 


KING Hussein has invited the 12 
members of the public who ac¬ 
companied Prime Minister Yitz¬ 
hak Rabin to Washington, to visit 
Amman, the prime minister said 
on the airplane back home. 

Meanwhile, • Rabin said details 
are emerging regarding the US as¬ 
sistance promised to Jordan in re¬ 
turn for the peace moves with Is¬ 
rael. Talks between the Jordan, 
Israel, and the US on economic 
cooperation began yesterday in 
Washington, and would continue 
through Wednesday, he added. 

“The king told me that he was 
moved to hear about each one of 
you, and was sorry he did not have 
time to meet each of you. There¬ 
fore, I suggested that he invite you 
to see him in Jordan and he imme¬ 
diately agreed,” Rabin told the 12 
on the plane. 

He repeated the news of the 
invitation at the press conference 
he gave upon arriving at Ben-Gur- 
ion Airport. A date for the visit 
was not set, however. 

The 12 were invited to go to 
Washington because of their per¬ 
sonal or professional connections 
to Jordan. Some lost siblings in 
wars with Jordan or had been pris¬ 
oners of war held in Jordan. Pnina 
Herzog was the wife of the late 
diplomat Ya’acov Herzog, who 
had several meetings with King 
Hussein in the 1960s and early 
1970s. Dr. Asher Susser, head of 
Tel Aviv University *s Dayan’Cen¬ 
ter for Middle Eastern Studies, is 
a leading expert on Jordan. 

On the issue of (he US forgiving 
of Jordan’s debt to the US, Rabin 
said the CEnton administration fa¬ 
vored a plan whereby $190 million 
in loans would be wiped off this 
year and the rest would be 
dropped over a two- to three-year 
period. Senior administration offi¬ 
cials who have been involved in 
negotiations with Jordan say the 
US will try to forgive about $650 
million in Jordanian debts. 

While the debt forgiveness was 


pivotal to the success of (he Israe¬ 
li-Jordanian peace talks, Rabin 
noted that there are Congressio¬ 
nal hurdles to overcome. 

After the US forgave approxi¬ 
mately $7 billion in debts owed by 
Egypt on the eve of the Gulf war. 
Congress passed a law making 
debt relief a budgetary item. In 
other words, loan forgiveness wQl 
have to be matched by offsetting 
budget cuts. Rabin said. - 

Israeli officials say that the ap¬ 
pearance by both Hussein and Ra¬ 
bin before a joint session of Con¬ 
gress on Tuesday should be seen 
as part of a strategy to woo Capi¬ 
tol Hill on Jordan’s behalf. 

Asked if Israel would object to 
Jordan being provided with F-16 
aircraft. Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres said it was understood that 
provision of such advanced fight¬ 
ers was linked to a Jordan-Israel 
peace treaty. - 

"The F-16s will only be given at 
the end, and it is tied tomovement 
on peace” Peres said. 

Rabin said that early US mili¬ 
tary assistance to Jordan will be 
confined to the Jordanian army, 
rather than its air force. The US 
has said it would help modernize 
the Jordanian military, but made 
clear that Amman would need to 
reduce its forces, as well. 

The prime minister also con¬ 
firmed that Israel asked its own 
inifiiary favors from the US this 
wee& Eb a meeting witbPresident 
Bill Ointon ai the White House 
on Tuesday, Rabin j accompanied 
by Defense Ministry director-gen-, 
era] David Ivri, asked the US to 
release funds earmarked for the 
Arrow anti-missile missile. 

“There is about $50-$65 million 
doDars that are related to the Ar¬ 
row, but have been withheld since 
previous Arrow tests failed. Now 
that this test [in mid-June] suck 
ceeded, we hope the US will pro¬ 
vide the support,” Rabin said. 
Clinton said he would look into 
the matter.

A GROUP connected to Hiz¬ 
bullah has threatened to attack 
Israeli interests in the United 
States within the next 48 
hours, CNN reported yester¬ 
day. The Israeli Consulate and 
UN Mission building in New 
York City reportedly received 
a bomb threat. (Story, Page 2) 
• Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin said that Israeli and Ameri¬ 
can security officials will be 
meeting shortly to .discuss anti- 
terrorism measures to stem the 
recent wave of bomb blasts 
against Jewish and Israeli tar¬ 
gets abroad, amid concern that 
the current wave of terror at¬ 
tacks is just beginning. 

A car bomb exploded at 
12:46 a.m. in north London 
yesterday outside Balfour 
House, which houses offices of 
Israeli and Jewish organiza¬ 
tions including the Joint Israel 
Appeal. 

The attack was the second 
car-bomb blast in London in 12 
hours. - 

No one claimed responsibility 
for the attacks, which injured at 
least 19 people, but Rabin saw it 
as the work of “radical Islamic 
terrorists.” 

Fearful that the three bomb at¬ 
tacks in Britain and Argentina 
could mushroom into a fresh wave 
of terrorism against Mideast 
peacemaking, Israel yesterday 
called for tighter security at Jewish 
sites around the globe. 

The US State Department said 
that the Israeli Embassy and con¬ 
sulates in 10 American cities have 
been put under increased security 
protection. 

Rabin’s adviser on terrorism, 
Yigal Press! er, published a warn¬ 
ing. to Israeli. travelers, urging 
. them, to be on alert While vacation¬ 
ing abroad.** l “ ‘ '• : “ '■ 

“It’s really a true blunder of the 
locals here,” Brig.-Gen. Azriel 
Nevo, the Israeli military attache 
in London, fold Army Radio. 

“After the attack of yesterday 
afternoon, it was possible to take 
all the steps. Our people gave 
their evaluation to the British au¬ 
thorities that there was a danger 
now to the Jewish institutions and, 
here yon are—there was a blast in 
the middle of the night,” Nevo 
said.

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
win bold a special cabinet meeting 
this morning to brief ministers on 
the Washington Declaration signed 
with Jordan’s King Hussein. 

Afterwards, Rabin will meet La¬ 
bor’s Knesset faction members and 
political bureau in an effort to solve 
the crisis over the agreement on 
ret u r ni ng Shas to the ooahtion.

which Labor accepted, and is 
threatening to veto Shas’s return to 
the coalition. 

However, opposition to putting 
religious laws above the High Court 
of Justice is spreading within Labor 
as well. The idea was slammed by 
Justice Minister David Liba’i, who 
warned it demonstrates contempt 
for the Supreme Court, opens the 
way to religious coercion, and 
would effectively halt the creation 
of a constitution.

Rabin will also have to dedde 
what to do about foe maverick 
Yi’nd faction, which the High 
Court forbade to accept the posi¬ 
tions of minister and deputy 
minister. 


Shohat proposes major 
tax cuts in next year’s budget 


FINANCE Minister Avraham 
Shohat will propose cutting 
NIS 1.7 billion in taxes next year 
in an attempt to curb a growing 
tax burdefi, according to Treasury 
budget documents. 

The cabinet mil meet on Sun¬ 
day to set next year’s budget 
framework. 

■The Treasury is proposing to 
lower taxes by an additional 
NIS 820 million over the 
NIS 900m. already included in ex¬ 
isting legislation. 

About NIS 620m. of the new 
cuts will come from a 0.9 percent 
rednctipD In National Insurance 
Institute employment taxes. The 
cut will be evenly distributed be¬ 
tween workers and employers. As 
a result, employers wDl pay 1.95% 
in NH tax instead of the current 
2.4% and workers will pay 4.9% 
compared to 5.35%. 

In addition, the Treasury is pro¬ 
posing to cut purchase taxes by 
MIS 200m. 

Tax reductions that are already 
part of budget legislation include

the implementation of the second 
half of the tax reform on individ¬ 
ual income taxes,; the scheduled 
cut in company taxes from 38% of 
income to 37%; revenues to be 
transferred to the Palestinians, 
and lower import duties, as part of 
the program to open the market to 
imports. 

Under the tax reform, individ¬ 
ual taxes will be art by NIS 550 ul, 
as the 35% tax bracket is eliminat¬ 
ed and the remaining brackets 
broadened, enabling people to 
earn more before they are pushed 
into a higher bracket. 

The 1% cut in company taxes 
will reduce revenues by 
NIS 170m. Lower duties and the 
transfer of taxes to the Palestinian 
Authority will cost the Treasury 
around NIS 100m. -each. 

Despite all foe. cuts, everyone 
may end up paying more taxes. 
The health insurance tax, which is 
scheduled to go into effect in Oc¬ 
tober, will increase tire tax burden 
by about NIS 1.25b. 

In addition, it is very likely that 
individuals will have to pay a 
workers’, organization taxi al¬ 
though the Treasury did not in¬ 
clude it in its budget calculation 
since foe Knesset has yet to pass 
the law to implement it. 


The Treasury wants to increase 
expenditures next year by 
NIS 1.6b. over what would be re¬ 
quired under existing legislation, 
to a total of NIS 113.75b. Reve¬ 
nues, inducting the NIS 800m. tax 
cut, would reach NIS 105.1b. 

The Treasury wants to set the 
deficit at 2.75% of foe Gross Do¬ 
mestic Product, 0.25% lower than 
this year’s deficit, or about 
NIS 5.6b. 

Although deficit spending is 
usually recommended at times of 
high unemployment, it can be a 
source of inflation once an econo¬ 
my reaches “full employment.” 
The recent dramatic drop in un¬ 
employment is bringing foe econ¬ 
omy closer to that situation. How¬ 
ever, crises in various sectors are 
weighing heavily on foe budget. 

Accenting to the Treasury doc¬ 
ument, foe government will have 
to provide a total of NIS 2.5b. in 
financial assistance to foe kibbut¬ 
zim, Kupat Holim Galit, and foe 
defense industries. This sum does 
not indude financial assistance to 
rescue the country’s pension 
funds. 

Given that foe Treasury is only 
proposing to increase expendi¬ 
tures by NIS 1.6b., foe additional 
NIS 900m- will have to be cut 
from budgeted activities to pay for 
the crises.

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SEOUL (AP) - North Korea is 
using negotiations as a stalling tac¬ 
tic while it develops a delivery sys¬ 
tem and builds more nuclear war¬ 
heads, a high-ranking defector 
asserted yesterday. 

Kang Myong Do, believed to be 
a son-in-law of North Korea’s pre¬ 
mier, told reporters in Seoul that 
foe hard-tine Communist country 
already has five nuclear warheads 
and wfll develop five more by foe 
year’s end. 

“North Korea is buying time to 
finish its nuclear program by stall¬ 
ing negotiations,” said Kang, one 
of foe highest-ranking defectors 
ever from foe secretive state. - 

The assertions come at a key 
juncture in the long-running 
standoff over North Korea's nu¬ 
clear intentions. 

High-level US-North Korea

Geneva after a one-month hiatus 
due to the death of longtime lead¬ 
er Kim H Sung. 

North Korea has denied accusa¬ 
tions it is developing nuclear 
weapons, but for 17 months has 
not allowed international inspec¬ 
tions that would prove its daim. 

Kang’s assertions marked foe 
first time a purported member of 
the North Korean government's 
inner tirde stated flatly that the 
North had nudear weapons. 

Kang, who fled via a third coun¬ 
try in May, told reporters he had. 
obtained his information from 
conversations with foe intelligence 
chief responsible for Yougbyon, 
the North’s main nuclear 
complex. 

South Korean intelligence offi¬ 
cials believe foe 35-year-old Kang 
is the premier’s son-in-law, as be 
claims. 
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attacks. 

“We as Hizbullah have no links 
whatsoever to the bombings that 
took place in Argentina and Lon¬ 
don,” said Sheikh Naim Kassem; 
the group's deputy secretary- 
general. 

He said Hizbullah announces its 
responsibility for attacks against 
Israeli forces occupying a strip in 
south Lebanon, “so why should 
wc fear claiming operations moth¬ 
er places? 

“The Israeli accusation is a 
proof of an inability to reveal the 
real perpetrators,” he added. 

The British Foreign Office said 
someone daiming to represent 
Hamas had made a claim of re¬ 
sponsibility for Tuesday’s attack 
against the Israeli Embassy. The 
claim was not made directly to 
British authorities, the Foreign 
Office said. 

Metropolitan Police Commis¬ 
sioner Paul Condon said a single 
suspect had not been identified. 

He said police were facing "po¬ 
tential suicide bombers who are 
putting down car bombs and with¬ 
in seconds they ore exploding.” 
The Irish Republican Army, 
which has set off many bombs in 
London, often gives warnings and 
gives its operatives plenty of time 
to get away. 

Following the attack at foe Is¬ 
raeli Embassy at midday Tuesday, 
Scotland Yard had imposed a 
parking ban in front of some 
buildings used by London's Jewish 
community - a step it had rejected 
just a week ago. But parking was 
not banned outside Balfour 
House. 

Coming only eight days after a 
deadly attack on a Jewish cultural 
center in Argentina lolled at least 
95 people, and foe explosion of a 
commuter plane in Panama that 
killed 21 people aboard, including 
12 Jews, the London violence 
sparked concern that Jewish tar¬ 
gets were faring foe worst wave of 
terror attacks since foe mid-1980s. 

That was when several syna¬ 
gogues were targeted in Europe, 
some in retaliation for Israeli mili¬ 
tary strikes in Lebanon. 

Speaking to reporters on his air 
force plane on foe way home from 
Washington yesterday, Rabin in¬ 
sisted the US is “very interested” 
in obtaining Israel’s help to find 
out who is behind foe recent wave 
of attacks. 

“Preparatory work between US 
and Israeli officials will be hap¬ 
pening," Rabin told reporters. 
“The Americans are open to our 
ideas.”

Mayor Rudolph Giuliani said he and 
Police Commissioner William Bratton 
met early yesterday and decided to 
take the special security measures. 
“We are responding to conditions that 
have occurred elsewhere in the world,” 
he said. While he would not confirm a 
bomb threat, he said, “it’s always best 
to take precautions.” 

Extra police protection was assigned 
to several other Jewish institutions In 
the city as part of the heightened secu¬ 
rity scheme. A morning memorial ser¬ 


vice at the Fifth Avenue Synagogue for 
victims of last week's Buenos Aires 
bombing was cordoned off. 

Consulate spokesman Gidi Mark- 
Amir said business was continuing as 
usual at both the consulate and the UN 
Mission. He said the consulate itself 
had received no bomb threats. 

An Israeli spokesman in Washington 
said the embassy is tightening its secu¬ 
rity in light of the recent bombings, but 
refused to sav how. Other embassies 
and consulates around the US are also 
taking steps against a possible attack. 

CNN reported that among the mea¬ 
sures already in force in Washington is 


the restricting of public parking spots 
around embassies to e mbass y and US 
government vehicles only. 

The State Department said yester¬ 
day that it still docs not know the "ex¬ 
act sponsorship” of the recent Buenos 
Aires and London attacks, but believes 
they “are consistent with the pattern 
we've seen in the past, and that points 
toward involvement by radical factions 
including Hizbullah with sponsorship 
and support bv Iran.” 

The US is assisting in the Buenos 
Aires probe, said Department spokes¬ 
man Mike McCuny. adding that the US 
will be working with law enforcement 
officials in the UK and will be '‘contrib¬ 
uting our own expertise as need*' in 
order “to verify what we can about the 
exact nature of of these attacks.” 
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CAR bombs, like the two that ex¬ 
ploded in London this week, are 
characteristic of Iranian-trained 
terror groups, military sources 
to/d The Jerusalem Post. 

Car bombs were used in three 
other attacks against Jewish or Is¬ 
raeli targets abroad: The 1992 ex¬ 
plosion at the Israel Embassy in 
Buenos Aires, the attempted at¬ 
tack on the Israel Embassy in 
Bangkok in- March and this 
month’s bombing of Jewish com¬ 
munity offices in Argentina. 

An analysis of these three a tt acks 
turns up other striking similarities, 
which are consistent with Hizbullah 
terror attacks in Lebanon. Hizbul¬ 
lah leaders, the udlitaiy sources 
noted, are trained by Iranians. 

There is also the matter of tim¬ 
ing: The Bangkok incident oc¬ 
curred shortly after the Macfapela 


Cave massacre, while both attacks 
in Buenos Aires took place a num¬ 
ber of weeks after IDF attacks on 
Hizbullah. Theembassy bombing, 
in March 1992, occurred just after 
the assassination of Hizbullah 
leader Sheikh Abbas Musawi that 
February, while the attack‘on the 
Jewish community offices fol¬ 
lowed last month's kidnapping of 
Mustafa Dinwi and the IAF at¬ 
tack on a Hizbullah training base, 
which left 40 dead. 

Both Argentina and Thailand, 
like England, host large Moslem 
populations that maintain close 
links with die Iranian embassies in 
these countries. 

London is also the largest center 
of Hamas in the world, according 
to tire military sources. It issues 
the Hamas's official publication 
Foiosnn AI-Muslemia. 


Israeli Embassy in London 
asked UK for more security 
after Argentine bombing 
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Round-the-clock guard 
for 100 London buildings

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ARMED police mounted a 
round-the-clock guard on 100 
high-risk Jewish community build¬ 
ings in London last night after ter¬ 
rorists detonated a car bomb out¬ 
side Balfour House, headquarters 
of the Joint Israel Appeal, one of 
the major Jewish communal orga¬ 
nizations in Britain. 

. Waking np to "the diock of the ‘ 
second terrorist attack, London's 
Jewish community experienced a 
day of roller-coaster emotions, 
with the mood switching from an¬ 
ger and shock to anxiety and 
defiance. 

There was shock because the 
terrorists had reached so deeply 
into North London, home to most 
of the community, and because 
the target had been the focal point 
of Jewish co mmunal life. 

Among the staff at both the Is¬ 
raeli Embassy, which had been at¬ 
tacked 12 hours earlier, and Bal¬ 
four House, there was a 
determination to get back to their 
desks as quickly as possible and a 
reluctance to allow the outrages to 
interrupt their work-day routine. 

But there was also anxiety at the 
prospect of yet more terrorist out¬ 
rages, a possibility that one British 
security official said, was “looking 
more like an inevitability.” 

Above all, however, there was 
anger at what many considered to 
be inadequate police protection, a 
subject that is understood to have 
dominated an emergency meeting 
late yesterday afternoon between 
community leaders and British 
Home Secretary Michael Howard, 
who is himself Jewish. 

At the same time, Israeli Am¬ 
bassador Mosbe Raviv was meet¬ 
ing Foreign Secretary Douglas 
Hurd to discuss security arrange¬ 
ments at both the embassy and 
Jewish community buddings. 

”We regard the security of the

based ambassadors at the time of 
tire blast, was uncharacteristically 
tight-lipped when asked to com¬ 
ment on security arrangements. 

“We have an ongoing, intensive 
dialogue with the British authori¬ 
ties on the security situation,” he 
said, ’”and I "prefer riot to enter,, 
into any details on security 
arrarigements.*”. 

The controversy over security 
was heightened by tnilitaiy atta¬ 
che Brigadier-General Azriel 
Nevo, who told Israel Radio yes¬ 
terday morning that the bombings 
were the result of “a true blunder 
by the locals here.” 

That comment was quickly re¬ 
layed back to London and echoed 
around the British capital for the 
rest of the day, as questions were 
raised about how a middle-aged 
woman bomber was allowed to 
drive her primed car dose to the 
embassy and then simply walk 
away from it, and why Balfour 
House had been left unprotected 
at a time of such high alert. 

At a press conference yesterday 
afternoon, the head of the Metro¬ 
politan Police, Sir Paul Condon, 
insisted that security was constant¬ 
ly being reviewed and that his offi¬ 
cers consulted regularly with Is¬ 
raeli officials. 

However, there was a note of 
impatience when he declared that 
the police could not always com¬ 
ply with the “greater demands” 
made by Jewish community 
organizations. 

“We are constantly responding 
to intelligence and to threats,” he 
said. “There are some people who 
would have liked us to have more 
parking restrictions [outside com¬ 
munal buildings] but the reality is 
that a set of parking directives will 
not deter a potential suicide 
bomber.”

IMMEDIATELY after the Buenos Aires 
bomb attack last week, the Israeli Embassy 
in London asked the British Foreign Office 
to increase security around Israeli and Jew¬ 
ish institutions, a Foreign Ministry spokes¬ 
man said yesterday. 

The spokesman said that the Balfour 
House, bombed early yesterday morning, 
was among the buildings that was 
mentioned during the meeting. This 
building houses several Jewish 
organizations. 

According to a Foreign Ministry official, 
the Israeli Embassy neither asked for nor 
expected a reply, since it expected that the 
matter would be dealt with. He said he did 
not know if the British did indeed enhance 
security precautions around the embassy, 
which was bombed on Tuesday. 

Following the attack in Buenos Aires, 
Israeli embassies around the world were 
directed to ask for enhanced security ar¬ 
rangements around local Israeli and Jewish 
institutions. 

Yehuda Milo, deputy director-general 
for Europe, yesterday voiced to British Em¬ 
bassy charge d’affaires John White Israel’s 
“deep concern” over the two London bomb 
attacks. 

White was asked to “urgently relay" Isra¬ 
el's concern to the British government, and 
was told that Israel hopes the British au¬ 
thorities and security forces “tnake every 
effort to safeguard and protect the buildings 
housing Israeli and Jewish institutions in 
London and Britain.” 

Milo stressed that British and interna¬ 
tional security authorities should be on high 
"alert, since' the peace process js liable to 
prompt terror attacks' by radical terrorist 
organizations" trying fo sabotage" it. 

Meanwhile, Belgium tightened security 
around its Jewish community yesterday. 

Police had been asked to step up patrols 
and tighten surveillance of buildings be¬ 
longing to the 45,000-strong Jewish 


fnmm nniiy , zhe Belgian news agency Belga 
quoted an Interior Ministry official as 
saying. 

Police in Antwerp, which has the world's 
biggest diamond trade involving many of its 
Jewish community, had stepped up patrols 
in the Jewish area since Tuesday evening, it 
stud. 

A spokesman at the Israeli Embassy said 
Jewish groups had asked t he Belgian au¬ 
thorities for additional protection. 

There were several attacks on Jewish 
institutions in Belgium in the early 
1980s. 

A 15-year-old Jewish child was killed in a 
1980 attack when a Palestinian threw a gre¬ 
nade at a group rtf schoolchildren in 
Antwerp. 

Security was also tightened yesterday 
around France’s Jewish community, the 
world's fourth largest, officials said. 

“We have done onr normal duty under 
the circumstances,” a senior official of 
CRIF. the umbrella organization for 
France’s estimated 750,000 Jews told 
Reuters. 

“We are in contact with government au¬ 
thorities who had already taken special pre¬ 
cautions when this began, and we hope they 
will reinforce them together with us,” the 
official said.

Thousands attend funeral of Ovadia Yosefs wife 


THOUSANDS of people attended the funeral 
yesterday of Margalit Yosef, the wife of Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, who died at Hadassah-Unrversd- 
ty Hospital in Ein Kerem early yesterday 
morning. 

Yosef, 69, suffered a massive heart attack 6a 
Shavnot, and never regained consciousness. 
She then suffered irreversible brain damage 
from a blood clot, and was unconscious ever 
since. Yosef, the mother of ll children, was 
married to her husband for 50 years. 

The funeral procession which began at the 
Porat Yosef Yeshiva in Geula was^ttended by 
numerous rabbinic and political dignitaries. 
Among the politicians were Housing Minister 
Bmyamin Ben-Eliezer, Economics Minister 
Shimon Sbetreet, Labor MKs Eli Dayan and 
Rafi Edri, Likud MK David Levy, Jerusalem 
Mayor Ehud Olmert, Moledet’s Yosef Ba-Gad 
and the six Shas MKs. 

Rabbi Shlomo Zalman Or bach, one of the

leading halachic authorities in the country and 
someone who has come out strongly against 
Shas’s participation in the government, also 
attended the funeral, as did chief rabbis 
Eliezer Bakshi-Doron and Yisrael Meir Lau. 
Yosef was buried in the capital’s Sanhedria 
cemetery. 

“A Tora sage is likened to the Tora itself,” 
Bakshi-Doron said in his eulogy. “Now the 
Tora is standing in sadness." 

Lau said that Yosef was her “husband’s de¬ 
fender and protector, his ears, eyes and 
mouth. She bore the burden... she knew when 
to keep people from bothering him, she guard¬ 
ed his health, because she knew that he is 
needed for all Israel.” 

Although Yosefs influence on the political 
decisions of her husband was not brought up in 
the eulogies, she was known to advise him on 


all matters, including political ones. 

David Glass, a Shas legal adviser, cold Army 
Radio that although sire was not publicly in¬ 
volved in politics, she definitely played a role, 
and was well aware of what went on in the 
many meetings held in her home. 

“She sat in an adjacent room and listened 
attentively to everything that went on, and 
when everyone left she would tell the rabbi her 
opinion,” be said. 

Glass said that after her stroke, “the rabbi 
took it very hard. He continued to go on as 
usual in public, but during his free time he sat 
near her bed and cried. I don’t know if this will 
reduce his involvement in politics, but Rav 
Ovadia won't be the same rabbi he was 
beforehand.” 

Mrs. Yosef was born in Aleppo, Syria, and 
married soon after she immigrated here in the 
1940s. Her father. Rabbi Avrabam Moshe Ha- 
levy Fatal, was the chief rabbi of Aleppo. 


PLO leader Yasser Arafat tele¬ 
phoned Arab leaders to enlist 
their support on Jeprsalem after 
Israel and Jordan agreed on a spe¬ 
cial role for King Hussein in the 
holy dty, a PLO official said 
yesterday. 

Arafat’s press adviser Nabil 
Abu Radeioeb told reporters the 
PLO phoned Morocco’s King 
Hassan, Saudi Arabian Defense 
Minister Prince Saltan Bin Abdul- 
Aziz and Egyptian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Amr Moussa on Tuesday to 
press the Palestinian case. 

In Cairo yesterday, PLO cMef 
negotiator Nabil Shaath accused 
Israel of dismembering Palestin¬ 
ian territory by giving Jordan reli¬ 
gious supremacy over Jerusalem 
and demanded the Arab League 
reassert that the dty is the capital 
of Palestine. 

“Who gave Israel the right to 
dedde who has rights in the Islam¬ 
ic institutions in Jerusalem? One 
should be very anxious about what 
they are trying to do on Jerusa¬ 
lem,” Shaath told reporters after 
talks with Israeli negotiators on 
the self-rule agreement. 

He said all Arab countries and 
peoples - Christian or Moslem - 
have religious responsibilities and 
interests in Jerusalem and it is not 
of importance only to Jordan. 

“Christians and Moslems, they 
all have historical interest in Jeru¬ 
salem. Jerusalem is not only im¬ 
portant for Palestinians but cer¬ 
tainly not only important for 
Jordanians,” Shaath said. 

He urged the Arab League to 
spell out the status of Jerusalem as 
capital of a Palestinian state. 

“We want an affirmation of the 
Arab nature of Jerusalem in the 
wake of the Washington 
[meeting].” 

“Our problem is with Israel, not 


Jordan.” he added. “Israel has no 
right [to do that]. There is an 
agreement between us and Israel 
that says the final status of Jerusa¬ 
lem, all Jerusalem not East Jeru¬ 
salem [will be viewed].” 

He said the talks being held in 
Cairo on expanding Palestinian 
self-rule into other ports of the 
territories were progressing fast 
but the overall picture was not 
very encouraging in Gaza. 

“The Israelis are making life 
very difficult for us in Gaza in the 
implementation of the agreement. 
The passages are still in their 
hands, the free passage is not yet 
operating,” he said. 

He said both sides would finish 
the transfer of education control 
and health today and would move 
to complete the overall paper on 
empowerment, leaving tourism 
and social welfare for next week. 

Israel’s chief negotiator, Maj.- 
Gen. Danny Rothschild, con¬ 
firmed the two sides were close on 
education and health issues hut 
said the overall budget for autono¬ 
mous Palestinian areas was “the 
main problem.” He did not give 
details. 

Shaath said difficult budget 
questions included who would col¬ 
lect taxes and how deficits would 
be funded. 

He repeated earlier criticisms 
over implementation of the May 4 
Cairo accord. 

Shaath said that Israel’s failure 
to follow up on the accord and set 
up routes for Palestinians to use 
between Gaza and Jericho was 
“making life miserable" for fam¬ 
ilies in both areas. 

He also complained that Pales¬ 
tinians have not been allowed to 
set up checkpoints to control entry 
into the autonomous areas, as 
stipulated in the accord.

Ethiopian newcomers find permanent housing 

Of the 3J850 Ethiopian immigrant families who were living in 
caravan sites a year ago, some 2,100 of them have found permanent 
housing solutions, according to an Absorption Ministry report 
released yesterday. 

The report said that 1,730 of the families had already bought 
homes, most of them through the government’s special mortgage 
program for Ethiopian immigrants. However, only 1,100 families 
have moved into the homes they purchased. 

The report also noted that the immigrants tended to purchase 
apartments either near relatives or near the caravan sites.

Ministry trying to delay meat price hikes 

The Industry and Trade Ministry announced yesterday that it is 
taking steps to prevent a rise of the price of imported meat, in light 
of recent price increases in South America, the country’s mam 
meat supplier. 

Meat prices in Brazil, Argentina and Uruguay have jumped 
between 10% and 15% doe to seasonal factors and to die linkage of 
Brazfl’s.currency to the dollar. Although prices are expected to 
moderate by the end of the year, the ministry wfll make efforts ro 
avoid price increases until after the holidays. 

Millers fear Palestinian mills will force closures 

Flour mill owners fear that several mills will have to dose as the 
Palestinians in the autonomous areas establish their own mills. The 
millers yesterday asked Industry and Trade Minister Micha Harish 
to create a mill closure fund to help restructure the industry. 

The millexs also asked Harish to change government policy, 
which requires them to buy US wheat, which is more expensive than 
European wheat. Should they be able to purchase cheaper wheat, 
the millers said flour prices and the price of baked goods would go 
down. 

Harish promised to look into the matter together with the 
ministries of finance and agriculture.

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US considers sending troops into Rwanda

WASHINGTON 

THE military is looking into how 
it can aid the relief effort inside 
Rwanda, but no decisions have 
been made about sending US 
troops into the war-devastated Af¬ 
rican nation, the White House 
said yesterday. 

White House spokeswoman 
Dee Dee Myers confirmed that a 
survey group headed by a US gen¬ 
eral “wiH look at the Kigali airport 
with an eye toward deciding 
whether it can be used effectively 
as a staging area” for bringing re¬ 
lief supplies in. 

She said there are now US 
troops in Uganda and around the 
refugee camp at Goma, Zaire, but 
that no decision has been made 
about sending them into Kigali, 
the capital of Rwanda, or other 
areas of the country. 

The administration has commit¬ 
ted up to 4,000 troops for humani¬ 
tarian efforts and has suggested 
they might help set up way sta¬ 
tions inside the country to encour¬ 
age the 2 million refugees who 
have fled across the bolder to re¬ 
turn home. Myers said US person¬ 
nel will not join the UN peace¬ 
keeping force being formed. 

A dminis tration officials on Tues¬ 
day rebutted criticism that the US 
response to the Rwandan refugee 
crisis was too little and too late, 

po inting tn the military’s flow of food 
and water-parification equipment. 

“It is not too late for the living,” 
Agency for International Devel¬ 
opment chief J. Brian Atwood 
told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

He and other officials acknowl¬ 
edged that the United States was 
caught off guard by the magnitude 
of die crisis and speed with which

sands of Russians queued outside 
the country’s best-known invest¬ 
ment fund yesterday after the or¬ 
ganisation stopped boying back 
its shares in most locations. 

Some had waited overnight to 
selLtheir shares, fearing the gra¬ 
vy train of endlesslyHsing prices 
had.come to-an abmpt halt.. 

“It seemed like a golden op¬ 
portunity, buying shares at 
50,000 roubles ($24) and selling 
them a few weeks later at 100,000 
($48),” said Alexander, a doctor. 
“I would have sold three days 
ago if only I had known.” 

The company, MMM, had 
promised rising bay-back prices 
in aggressive daily advertise¬ 
ments on Russian television. It 
said its shares could be freely 
bought and sold and published 
quoted prices in newspapers and 
in nightly broadcasts every day. 

“Hurry to buy, don’t hurry to 
sell,” said one slogan from 
MMM, which claimed 10 mil li nn 
Russians had bought its shares. 

But the sell option seemed to 
shrink this week when the firm 
stopped buying shares in most 
locations after series of warnings 
about its financial health. It had 
60 offices in Moscow and 76 more 
in 49 Russian regions. 

Officials at the Russian finance 
ministry had likened MMM to a 
classic pyramid scheme, where 
cash from new share purchases is 
used to buy back old shares at 
ever rising prices. 

When new investment dries 
up, the cash to pay dividends or 
buy shares back at higher rates 
dries up as well. 

Tax officials accused the com¬ 
pany of irregularities. 

Yesterday signs posted outside 
branch offices told Investors to 
go to the headquarters in south¬ 
ern Moscow. Rut at headquarters 
a chaotic queue snaked its way 
around the building as investors 
waited for news. 

Traffic tailed back for several 
km along the busy Varshavskoye 
Chaussee as investors struggled 
to park. Many abandoned their 
cars on the pavement and walked 
the last few hundred metres. 

“We are not baying shares at 
our branch offices at the moment 
because the police cannot pro¬ 
vide security for people buying 
shares and for the money being 
delivered,” MMM spokesman 
Georgy Afanasyev said by 
telephone. 

“The interior ministry has 
promised that by tomorrow they 
would provide security for peo¬ 
ple buying shares.” 

The shares traded at about 
110,000 roubles ($54) before the 
firm halted the automatic buy¬ 
back this week. A few investors 
offered 30,000,40,000 or 50,000 
roubles ($15, $20, $24) to bay 
shares outside the headquarters 
yesterday. But most were queue¬ 
ing to sell. 

“1 want to buy a car with the 
money from my shares,” said sci¬ 
entist Pavel, 62. “There is no way 
I can afford a new car with the 
money I earn now, but with the 
help of MMM I can.”

Democrats yawn at Whitewater, Republicans promise revelations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Demo¬ 
crats yesterday dismissed congres¬ 
sional bearings into Whitewater as 
a boring partisan exercise, but Re¬ 
publicans say they’ve set the stage 
for interrogating White House 
aides who handled damage con¬ 
trol for President Clinton. 

No startling revelations 
emerged Tuesday about the sole 
topic of the opening day of hear¬ 
ings - the contacts between senior 
White House aides and banking 
regulators with knowledge of the 
investigation into Clinton's former 


land venture in Arkansas. 

“It’s pretty boring,” Rep. Jim 
Bacchus, a Florida Democrat who 
is a member of the House Banking 
Committee, said yesterday of the 
opening day's hearing. “In the 
morning, the place was packed; in 
the afternoon there were empty 
seats. And I think we’ll see more 
empty seats as the hearings 
continue.” 

Republicans see it differently. 

“I think there's going to be a lot 
more to be seen,” said Rep. Bill 
McCollum, a Florida Republican, 


citing what he called 'the threat 
that’s out here to the indepen¬ 
dence of the criminal investigators 
... from the president of the Unit¬ 
ed States and the White House 
staff.” McCOllum and Bacchus 
were interviewed on Fox TV. 

A full day's testimony by the 
lone witness.

US envoy in Africa attracts wild abuse 


MADRID (AP) - Imperialist. Bandit. Devil. 

John Bennett has been called a lot of nasty 
names since he took charge of the US Embassy 
in Equatorial Guinea three years ago and wad¬ 
ed into one of Africa’s darkest human rights 
quagmires. 

His complaints about how President Teo- 
doro Obiangs agents jail, torture and some¬ 
times murder opponents once prompted Equa¬ 
torial Guinean diplomats to call him “invalid 
interlocutor” in a communique to the US 
government. 

Less tactful was a February 1993 letter deliv¬ 
ered by an anonymous messenger later identi¬ 
fied by the US Embassy as a high government 
official. 

“As we know you are a bandit, adventurer, 
devil and imperialist,” tbe letter said. “You 
wifi go to America as a corpse because the 
people are fed up with you.” 

Obiang and his agents won’t have Bennett 
around for long. A career diplomat who has 
served in Mexico, Uganda, and Nigeria, he’s 
leaving for a posting in Panama when has tour 
in Equatorial Guinea finishes at the end of the 
July. 

The government won’t miss him. But oppo¬ 


sition politicians worry that they have lost then- 
most outspoken foreign friend. • 

“Mr. Bennett has been the standard-bearer 
of human rights in Equatorial Guinea,” Severn 
Moto, the country’s leading opposition figure, 
said recently in Madrid. “There has been no 
case of arrest or torture in Equatorial Guinea 
in which John Bennett hasn’t intervened.” 

Equatorial Guinea, consisting of the island 
of Bioko and a rectangle of the mainland be¬ 
tween Cameroon and Gabon, plunged into 
despotic rule after winning independence from 
Spain in 1968. 

International pressure forced tbe govern¬ 
ment to bold multiparty legislative elections 
last November, bat the principal opposition 
parties and the largest ethnic minority, the 
Bubi, boycotted the vote. International ob¬ 
servers said the vote was tainted by fraud and 
intimidation, and Obiang’s party declared it¬ 
self the overwhelming winner. 

In such a setting, opponents of the regime 
look to Spanish, French, and other ambassa¬ 
dors for protection - but to none more so than 
John Bennett. 

In late 1992, for example, security forces 
rounded op and tortured 120 students, teach¬ 


ers and priests. Bennett and other ambassa¬ 
dors tried to meet with top government offi¬ 
cials to complain, but the authorities refused. 

“We could hear at night the prisoners literal¬ 
ly being beaten one by one,” Bennett said in a 
telephone interview from Malabo, the capital. 
“We could hear their screams in the middle of 
town.” _ 

So Bennett and the others paraded to securi¬ 
ty police headquarters to protest in person. 
Eventually, government ministers showed up 
to meet them, and within a week the prisoners 
were released. 

Such examples abound. Equatorial Guin¬ 
eans know where to turn when a friend or 
relative is packed up by police or elite security 
troops. Bennett says he usually hears about 
arrests within 20 minutes, and inevitably he 
lets the government know he’s in on the secret. 

Even at their most diplomatic, government 
officials cannot conceal their contempt for the 
American. 

“What we’ve seen is that for him the bad 
guys in the movie are the government and the 
good guys are die opposition," Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Miguel Oyono' said in a telephone 
interview.

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Millionaire pours millions of his own money into California Senate race 


CAN you buy a seat in America’s 
most exclusive dub - the US 
Senate? 

That question is being asked 
with renewed urgency these days 
as Republican Michael Huffingtoa 
has already spent $9 million of his 
own money challenging Democrat 
Senator Dianne Feinstein in a key 
California election and is pre¬ 
pared to spend millions more. 

The 46-year-old Huffington’s 
use of his personal fortune, said to 
be around $70 million, has be¬ 
come a key issue in the campaign 
which is drawing increasing na¬ 
tional attention. 

“Can a rich newcomer with al¬ 
most no political base or record 
buy himself a US Senate seat?” 
Los Angeles Times columnist 
George Skelton recently asked- 

Humagton is hardly unique in 
spending his own money to ad¬ 
vance his political ambitions and 
some analysts worry that Congress 
is becoming a millionaires' dub. 


A recent report in Roll Call, the 
newspaper of Congress, said there 
were 28 millionaires m the Senate 
and 72 in the House, a 17 percent 
increase in the House since 1991. 

Perhaps the ultimate example 
of using one’s own money to gain 
elected office came in the 1992 
presidential race when billionaire 
Ross Perot spent $70 million to 
finance his independent bid, 
which won 19 percent of the vote. 

Huffington says the money is¬ 
sue is an invention of the media. 

In an interview, he said no ordi¬ 
nary voter had ever asked him 
about it on the campaign trail.

The Democrats, who are brac¬ 
ing for substantial losses national¬ 
ly, desperately need Feinstein to 
win if they are to avoid losing their 
56-44 seat majority in the Senate. 
Republicans meanwhile are lick¬ 
ing their Ups at the prospect of 
what would be a huge upset. 

In the past six weeks, Huffing¬ 
ton spent $100,000 a day and Fein- 
stem around $62,000. It creates a 
difficult dilemma for the 
incumbent. 

Does she match Huffington's 
spending now and risk running 
short of money down the stretch? 
Or does she hold off and risk hav¬ 
ing her record crashed beyond 
redemption? 


Huffington says he is running on 
aplatform of halting the growth of 
big government and rolling back 
the welfare state.

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History suits bullfighters like a glove

T WO apprentices are cutting 
crimson, semicircular capes 
from a long swathe of cloth 
with an enormous pair of scissors. 

A bell rings and four burly Mex¬ 
icans come in to try on an elabo¬ 
rately embroidered procession 
cloak with a price tag of 275,000 
pesetas (52,000). 

They decide not to buy it, but 
Antonio Lopez, co-owner of one 
of Madrid’s half-dozen specialist 
bullfight tailors, looks pleased 
when they leave with a pink and 
yellow fighting cape instead. 

“I’ve only got half a dozen on 
the shelf right now,” be told a 
customer earlier. “Unfortunately, 
the bulls have a habit of destroy¬ 
ing them.” 

Bullfighting fashion is good 
business, if the long established 
Casa Fer min is anything to go by. 
But the skin-tight sequined suits 
are unlikely to become compul¬ 
sory party wear. 

“We occasionally get ordinary 
people coming in, but the suits are 
for too stiff and heavy to catch on 
widely," he says. 

A full “suit of lights" would 
take one person two months to 
make, he said. 

Some 95 percent of the work is 
done by hand and layer upon layer 
of fabric has to be stitched togeth¬ 
er to provide a firm base for the 
swirls of gold beading. 

“The suit embodies the whole 
of Spanish culture. It has Arab, 
Jewish and Christian elements,” 
Lopez says. 

The motifs of pineapples, palm 
leaves and hearts are Jewish in 
origin, he says. 

The sequins are an adaptation 
of the Arabs’ decorative mirrors 
and tiles, and the finishing doak is 
inspired by robes of the Christian 
images of the Virgin Mary. 

Basic designs have changed lit¬ 
tle since the 17th century, when 
the suits began to appear in bull¬ 
rings, although the early models 
were mostly sober colors with 
black decoration- Sequins came 
later.

Photographer Peter Muller, a 
Swiss-Peruvian who has made 
bullfight pictures his speciality, 
says the gold embroidery is in¬ 
spired partly by the medals bull¬ 
fighters used to wear, but the reli¬ 
gious element is undeniable. 

“Bullfighters are all deeply de¬ 
voted to the Virgin Mary,” he 
says. 


EXCEPT FOR die distinction be¬ 
tween goId and silver decoration 
which differentiates the “torero," 
who Mis foe bull, from his sup¬ 
port team of “banderilleros.” 
there are no strict color rules. 


Bulls see movement, not color, 
and as far as the spectacle is con¬ 
cerned, brightest is best. 

The gold sequins can be. daz¬ 
zling if the sunlight catches them, 
even for those in the cheap seats at 
the back of the bullring. 

“It’s not a question of a color 
being in fashion. A bullfighter 
chooses a color he believes in. If 
he’s fought well wearing green. ' 
he’ll wear green," Muller says. 

Lopez says bullfighters often 
model their suits on those of their 
personal idols. 

The suits, now made of cotton 
and polyester, are more flexible 


than they used to be. In the past 
the sleeves were separate, to give 
more mobility, and tied on with 
cord which then had to be hidden 
under an ornate shoulder pad. 

The trousers are as tight as ever 
to set off the torero’s strutting, 
hip-tbnisting movements. 

“The bullfighter, the symbol of 
masculinity, dresses up in the col¬ 
ors and embroidery of a woman. 
Anywhere else he’d be taken for a 
transvestite, but in this context it’s 
totally masculine,’' Lopez says. 

He believes the squeeze, how¬ 
ever uncomfortable it looks, is 
also functional. 


“The suit has to be tight,” Lo¬ 
pez says. “The compression con¬ 
centrates the springs of the mus¬ 
cles vertically and makes the body 
tike a rubber ball.” 

Some say the stiffness and lay¬ 
ers of embroidery act as decora¬ 
tive armor. But Lopez, whose 
workshop also repairs suits that 
have been gored, is skeptical. 

“If you’ve got half a ton of bull 
with horns like knives coming at 
you at 40 km. an hour, the protec¬ 
tion value is minimal. You’d do 
better to pray to God for 
protection."

Water scooters are the wave of the future

E VERY Saturday morning 
during foe swimming sea¬ 
son, trendy four-wheel- 
drive vehicles pull up at foe Sidni 
Ali beach in Herzliya and at Tel 
Baruch beach in north Tel Aviv. 

The cats tow trailers carrying 
foe “in’’ toy of the country’s 
wealthier yuppies- water scooters 
or watercraft. (They are more 
popularly known as “jet skis” al¬ 
though, strictly speaking, this is 
foe trade name of a model pro¬ 
duced by Japan’s Kawasaki.) 

The water-scooter owners, 
among them Maccabi Tel Aviv 
basketball stars Doron Jamchee 
and Yisrael EtimeJech, unload 
their toys from the traders, drag 
them to the water’s edge and start 
the motors. They then sit or stand 
on foe vehicle and roar through 
the waves at adrenaline-pumping 
speeds of up to 90, even 120, kph. 

There’s really nothing to driving 
a water scooter. There are no 
gears or dutches. You accelerate 
mid decelerate by twisting foe 
hand grip. 

A “safely string” leading from 
the starter is attached to the driv¬ 
er’s wrist. If he or she falls into the 
water, the motor will cut out. 

Sounds tike good, wet fun? 
Well, you need a lot of money to 
join the party. 

There are four brands of water¬ 
craft available here: Polaris (made 
in the US), Kawasaki (Japan), Ya¬ 
maha (Japan) and Seadoo (Cana¬ 
da). Polaris offers two models: a 
750cc two-seater for NIS 27,000, 
and a luxury 750cc three-sea ter for 
NIS 37,000. The other makers’

prices are on a par. 

The purchase price is only for 
starters, however. Mandatory in¬ 


surance costs NIS 1,000 a year; 
comprehensive insurance costs 
more, and license registration 
costs NIS 700 a year. Compulsory 
safety jackets can cost NIS 500, 
and then there are still the stylish 
sunglasses, wet suits and other ac¬ 
cessories you’ll need in order to 
take part in what is after all a cult 
sport for beautiful people. 

And, of course, you must have a 
trailer and a 4WD vehicle to get 
tire watercraft to the sea. 

AQ the water scooting in this 
country is done in the ocean, not 
on fresh-water lakes as in North 
America. The saltwater eats into 
the vehicle, which needs constant, 
costly maintenance, according to 


Ziv Bucbswefler, marketing direc¬ 
tor of Polaris , in Israel. 

1 And don't think you can just 
hop on the watercraft and go on 
your merry way. According to 
law, nobody is allowed to ride a 
water scooter unless be or she has 
a license to drive a powerboat, 
something which can be obtained 
only after months of study and 
practice and payment of a fee of 
up to NIS 1,000. 


BUCHSWEILER AND Ami 
Weizer, the unofficial national 
water-scooter champion, maintain 
that foe speedboat-license test - 
which includes subjects tike navi¬ 
gation and the international laws 


of the sea - is far too stiff for those 
who want to. ride watercraft. 

Weizer goes further, saying foe 
authorities have “declared war on 
foe sport. The moment you so 
modi as take a jet ski down to foe 
sea you are surrounded by hordes 
of police officers and inspectors 
who demand to see everything 
from your birth certificate to your 
IDF number. One even asked me 
once for the jet ski’s fire 
extinguisher.” 

Spokespersons for the Trans¬ 
port Ministry (which controls the 
licenses), the Police Ministry 
(which enforces the rules), and the 
Interior Ministry (in charge of the 
beaches) maintain that waterski-

Only 
unofficial contests have been held 
because water-scooter riding is 
not recognized by any sporting au¬ 
thority. (A watercraft contest is 
not a race. The contestants are 
judged, like gymnasts, on style.) 

Bucbswefler says that, despite 
the problems, at least 400 water¬ 
craft are sold each year. Often two 
or three people will get together 
and “time share” a water scooter.

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Go after the godfathers 


A S the bombings in Buenos Aires and Lon¬ 
don have demonstrated all too convincing¬ 
ly, the defenses of the civilized world 
against terrorism are still woefully inadequate. 
But it was not only the absence of protection in 
Buenos Aires that tempted disaster. In failing to 
investigate the Israeli embassy bombing two years 
ago, the Argentinian authorities were nothing less 
than criminally negligent Their attitude, mocking 
the brave words spoken at the time about the 
government’s commitment to the tireless pursuit 
of the guilty, undoubtedly invited the even more 
murderous bombing at the Jewish center. 

Nor is the Argentinian government the only 
culprit Other governments have treated terrorist 
enormities committed against Israel and Jews 
with indifference bordering on total apathy and 
negligence. Knowing that the bombings were 
perpetrated under I ranian auspices with the help 
of local Islamic agents, and aware of the modus 
operandi common te both Argentinian bombings 
and the miraculously aborted attempt on Israel’s 
embassy in Bangkok, most governments in the 
West did nothing. They neither acted diplomati¬ 
cally against Iran nor alerted their security forces 
to possible attacks in their own countries. 

Unfortunately, the United Kingdom was no 
better than others. Israeli embassy spokesmen in 
London have mad?. their disappointment with 
official British attitude known. That the authori¬ 
ties failed to take special precautions after the 
Buenos Aires bombing - despite warnings the 
large presence of Hamas in London made an 
attack likely - was reprehensible enough. That 
despite Israeli requests they did nothing to secure 
Jewish centers even after the embassy attack 
compounded the felony. It was sheer good fortune 


the bombings did not result in serious casualties. 

The response of the media has been perhaps 
even more disturbing. When one deranged person, 
acting alone, murdered 29 Arabs at the Tomb of 
the Patriarchs, most of the international media 
headlined the story for more than a month. The 
Buenos Aires bombing - an obviously well- 
- planned and organized act of terrorism in which 
over 100 died - hardly made it to network televi¬ 
sion news at alL The story appeared on very few 
front pages of the Western press, and lasted no 
more than a day. If the media are a reflection of 
world concern, there was very little of it 

Yet neither expressions of concern nor defen¬ 
sive measures alone, even if effective, can van¬ 
quish terrorism. What is needed is firm action 
against its sponsors. The Western countries today 
may not be prepared to emulate the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration’s raids on Libya in 1986, but they 
have proved they can impose sanctions with great¬ 
er unity and effectiveness than ever before. 

Unfortunately, most Western governments are 
too interested in trade with Iran to participate in 
any concerted economic action against it They 
are even less inclined to punish Syria, the country 
which has given shelter, political support, and 
logistic and military aid to the Hizbullah and 
Hamas - the terrorist organizations implicated in 
the Buenos Aires and London bombings. 

Syria’s foreign minister Farouk Shara yester¬ 
day said his country opposed violence against 
Israeli and Jewish targets outside the Middle East 
Having nurtured the vipers. Damascus now claims 
teat they were not meant to use their poison 
abroad. But if the West wishes to rid tee world of 
terrorism, it will have to go after its sponsors and 
godfathers, not just its bombers and gunmen. 


Disturbing defectors 


TT THUJE it is too early to say whether tee 
i/V/ spectacular defections of two prominent 

▼ T North Koreans yesterday is of major 
international significance, tee first indications 
were that many of their statements meshed with a 
few facts known about their secretive country. 

Experts said teat Kang Myong Do’s claim to be 
.ason-in4aw o fNoit h Kara’s premier appeared at 
first sight te be genuine, though further intelli¬ 
gence checks would have to be made. Kang’s 
father-in-law, Kang Song San, 63, ranks third in 
tee Norte’s political hierarchy and tee defection 
of his son-in-law would be a major breakthrough 
for Western intelligence. Significantly, Kang se¬ 
nior failed to appear at a big military ceremony in 
Pyongyang yesterday, lending weight to tee de¬ 
fector’s claim. The second defector is almost 
certainly, as he says, Cho Myong Choi, a lecturer 
at Kim Q Sung University and a son of former 
Construction Minister Cho Choi Jun. 

Of course tee most sensational revelation made 
by Kang was his assertion that Norte Korea 
already has five nuclear weapons and is forging 
ahead with more and tee missil e delivery systems 
to carry them. Experts will in due course ascertain 
whether even a high-level defector like Kang 
would have access to such top secret hard facts, or 
whether he is quoting gossip current in tee hierar¬ 
chy. Paradoxically, in sudi paranoid states as 
North Korea where evezything upwards from tee 
production figures for toilet rolls is a state secret, 
information snippets become as valuable as cur¬ 


rency for high officials. Such snippets are often 
quite accurate, as Kremlinologists’ experience 
with tee former Soviet Union demonstrated. Kang 
said tee head of operations at tee North's nuclear 
plant at Yongbyon told him of tee weapons last 
October. Kang’s allegations are close to some 
suspicions in tee West of which he could not have 
_been aware, such as a CIA assessment that the 
North could make up to five warheads by tee end 
of this year. 

Warheads don’t cause wars, people do, and so 
tee defectors’ insights into tee Northern leader¬ 
ship are just as valuable. In this case, they seem to 
fit neatly into some missing gaps in the Western 
picture. The defections themselves indicate possi¬ 
ble trouble for Kim Jong E, backing some experts’ 
view that his succession is shaky and unpopular. 
Even the defectors contrasted their respect for tee 
late Kim II Sung as a strong leader and their lack 
of it for his flaky son. Their claim that tee Norte 
has been using on-off talks with the International 
Atomic Energy Authority and tee United States as 
a time-stalling tactic fits well with tee known 
facts, and also mirrors tee tactics of Saddam 
Hussein in his bid to build nuclear weapons. 

The defectors* description of divisions in tee 
military also fit informed speculation in tee West 
In all, it would be better to hope teat the defectors 
prove to be fakes. Since this seems unlikely, and if 
only part of their information is accurate, it seems 
Norte Korea may be a more dangerous and unsta¬ 
ble place than even pessimists have been warning.

T HE wave of Palestinian- 
Arab Mamie terror against 
Israeli and Jewish targets 
around the world has three canses. 

One: the base, ongoing refusal 
to come to terms with IsraeTs exis¬ 
tence in the heart of the Arab- 
Moslem Middle East. 

Two: the extremists* determina¬ 
tion to sabotage tee peace process 
and undermine its chances. 

Three: states like Syria, which 
don't want to be left oat of the 
peace process, use terror to re¬ 
mind Israel and the world that 
they cannot be ignored. “We have 
the power to sabotage the entire 
process," is what they are saying.

Stepped-up terror activity - in Is¬ 
rael and the territories, in the se¬ 
curity zone in southern Lebanon 
and against Israeli and Jewish tar¬ 
gets abroad - is an indication of 
how worried the e xtr e mis t opposi¬ 
tionists are about the possibility 
that the peace process will 
succeed.

• While there is a need to invest 
heavily in ways to foil terrorism 
and protea potential targets, such 
steps, won’t ultimately deter tee 
terrorists. 

• The key to (relative) success is 
dose intelligence and operational 
cooperation with as many partners 
as possible. To combat interna¬ 
tional terror, we need an effective 
international agency like Interpol, 
which coordinates international 
efforts against “ordinary** crime. 


• Egypt and Jordan aren't (he 
problem. Both these countries are 
diligent in combating terror. On 
the assumption that Iran will con¬ 
tinue to encourage and direct ter¬ 
ror for its own reasons, steps to 
isolate it totally should be taken. 

The international community, 
which has tec power and the 
means, must pressure Damascus 
and Beirut to withdraw their cur¬ 
rent support for terror. 

• Israel needs to change its nego¬ 
tiating strategy. Bilateral diplo¬ 
matic negotiations cannot contin¬ 
ue alongside terror enjoying direct 
or indirect aid from Syria and 
Lebanon. 

• Israel must make it crystal clear 
to the Palestinians that their weak 
condemnation of terrorist acts 
simply isn't enough. 

The Oslo and Cairo agreements 
have hun Israel's intelligence infra¬ 
structure significantly. The Pales¬ 
tinians can - and must - replace 
Israel in the struggle against terror. 

It won’t be easy for Yasser Ara¬ 
fat to throw himself into the strug¬ 
gle against Hamas, the Islamic Ji¬ 
had and other extremist 
oppositionist groups. . ..

SCIENTISTS HAVE found a new 
mamm al spedes -the Giant Muntjac 
deer - in an area they call a “lost 
world” in Vie tnam. 

The discovery was made by Viet¬ 
namese and World Wildlife Fund sci¬ 
entists in northern Vietnam’s Vu 
Quang Nature Reserve where another 
new mammal species, the Vn Quang 
ox, was discovered in 1992.

A VOIDING flies - and any place 
swarms of them might call home - is 
one of the concessions I’ve had to 
make to travel with my usual companion. It 
hasn’t been a great sacrifice, but it 
that we will never visit the Far East 
together. 

That’s-why, when we found ourselves in 
Kissimmee, Florida, on business, and after 
we discovered that we were a little old for 
the thrills at the eminently flyless Disney 
World, I was delighted that we could get a 
glimpse of the Orient - without the flies. 

Splendid China, a theme park opened 
last year IVt kilometers west of Disney 
World, has it all - temples, fortresses, 
towns, palaces and the Great Wall - scaled 
down and spruced up for the most fastidious 
tourist. 

It is not today’s China that is on display, 
though the 1:ISscale models represent ex¬ 
tant buildings. What gives the park charm is 
the sense ofa world that is no longer, best 
represented in the fignrines, thousands 
upon thousands of them, arrayed at each

site. They reach just up to your ankle; to see 
the detail you have to crouch. 

In the huge courtyard of the Forbidden 
Gty, for example, stand row upon row of 
brilliantly dad courtiers, guards, warriors 
and elephants. In a fishing village, house¬ 
wives shop m the main street. Elsewhere 
there are feast scenes, weddings, horseman¬ 
ship competitions and soldiers ranged in 
battle. 

The attention to detail displayed in the 
figurines typifies the entire park. The model 
of the Great Wall, about 800 meters long, is 
made up of 6 J million tiny bricks. The 
Second Temple model in Jerusalem, the 
only local undertaking based on a similar 
idea, pales in comparison. 

Some of the exhibits are doser to their 
o rigin al size, like reproductions of the terra¬ 
cotta statues of soldiers and horses, discov¬ 


ered in 1974. There is also a 12-meter-high 
version of the eighth-century Leshan Grand 
Buddha, the original of which is as tall as a 
23-storey building. 


UNLIKE THE vast country it represents, 
Splendid China, on 76 landscaped acres, 
can be seen in a few hours. That’s just 
enough for the dilettante in search of mild 
thrills, but can be a sensory overload. A 
plaque at each site locates the original on 
the map of China and gives a brief descrip¬ 
tion and history. By pressing a button, -visi¬ 
tors can hear the same text 
So many periods, so many religious and 
cultural traditions are induded in the more 
than 60 sites that a book would be a good 
souvenir for jogging visitors' memories. 
None was available when we visited the 
park this spring-, 


This heroine goes ape to escape manmade bondage 


ANIMAL ACTS by Rhoda Ler- 
man. Henry Hdt $2250. 263 pp. 


I N Rhoda Lerman's belea¬ 
guered fable. Animal Acts , the 
worst possible outcome for 
Beauty would be for her Beast to 
turn into a prince; 

Beasts - in this case a great ape 
- are infinitely preferable. 

Lerman's specialty is wild solu¬ 
tions for women, mostly for dem¬ 
onstrating the wilderness of the 
problem. She is like nobody else 
in the United States. 

She has some kinship with the 
English writers Fay Weldon and 
the late Angela Carter - doser to 
the lush extravagance of the latter 
than to the tauter devices of the 
former, although all three are con¬ 
ceptual tear-aways. 

Lerman’s last novel, God’s Ear , 
was an unbelted transcontinental 
rampage, in the course of which 
the only solution for her incandes¬ 
cent and wonderfully insatiable 
Jewish heroine was to effect the 
impossible and become a Hassidic 
rabbi. 

In Animal Acts , another un¬ 
bounded woman, less wonderful, 
bursts the male order by deserting 
her rich, kind husband and her 
ruthless, sexy lover to take off 
with a gorilla. 

Rich and kind is repressive; so is 
ruthless and sexy - when either 
pair modifies the noun “man.” 

Linda, Lerman’s protagonist, 
reaches this conclusion in the 
course of her eventful flight from 
Long Island, New York, to Flori¬ 
da in a truck specially fitted with a 
cage, air-conditioning, sandwiches 
for her, cabbages for him and - as 
a precaution - Mace, a box of 
tranquilized Reese’s Peanut-But¬ 
ter Cups and air freshener. 


Her philosophy, worked out in 
hallucinatory hits along the way, 
goes as follows: “Woman” is the 
template for the human species; 
men are hybrids. They are half- 
woman and half-ape, but not a 
noble ape like the gorilla. 

Their derm-progenitor is the 
murderous, chattering, neurotic 
chimpanzee. Women fell for the 
human (that is, feminine) half, as 
well as for the sheer sex; only to 
find themselves tom up by the ani¬ 
mal half s chatter and murderous¬ 
ness. Stop messing with an un¬ 
soundly bred hybrid, the 
conchisian goes. Stick with the go¬ 
rilla, lovable despite bis limita¬ 
tions and a dangerousness that 
isn’t mean, at least.

NOW THIS is far-fetched but so, 
in terms of simply getting from 
one side of a arcus tent to the 
other, is a high wire strung 13 
meters above ground. In fact, it 
sets up a fine philosophical rigging 
for Lerman’s acrobatics. At the 
start, for example, she hoists us 
some way up in the air by dedicat¬ 
ing her novel to eight women who 
own or train gorillas. We are dis¬ 
placed; the ground sways below. 

Can she be serious? The diffi¬ 
culty with Animal Acts is not the 
high wire. It is that the feats per¬ 
formed on it are awkward; not up 
to those of God's Ear , for 
example. 

They start off very well; midway 
they run out of steam, and by the 
end the extravagant action de¬ 
clines into dutifulness; and the ac¬ 
robatic philosophy settles into 
sedentary talk. 


Linda’s wavering, fitful voice 
pitches us right into her seasick 
life with Steven, one of those 
modern investors who own noth¬ 
ing but only parts of things: dis¬ 
count stores, one-third interest in 
a yacht, a half-interest in an air¬ 
plane, and time-shares at half a 
dozen glamorous sites. 

Their life on Long Island is lav¬ 
ish and mild; he is actively indul¬ 
gent and passively possessive. He 
frets when she goes for walks at 
night; he is picky about small 
items such as her Mure to put the 
can opener away where it belongs. 

Each fall she leaves him to go to 
I reload, ostensibly to paint. 

In fact, she joins-her lover, 
John: handsome, sexually adroit 
and with a playful British charm. 
He is also a professional killer at¬ 
tached to naval intelligence. And 
he shares Steven’s domestic 
obsession. 

“Where is my can opener?”.he 
demands; it is the male territorial 
howl and it freezes a woman's 
spirit. Linda's life is apportioned 
between two cages on opposite 
sides of the Atlantic. 

When Steven tells her he has 
invested in a Coney Island gorilla 
act, she takes their third-best car 
and runs away to check it out. 

As she watches, the gorilla, 
named Moses, kills his inexperi¬ 
enced keeper when he makes a 
sudden wrong move. Linda per¬ 
suades Moses to go back into his 


cage - a precarious empathy has 
set in - and takes him to the ani¬ 
mal agency that rented him out. 

The proprietor, an Isaac Bashe- 
vis Singer character, half-sage, 
half-cropk, persuades her Go drive 
Moses to Florida before the au¬ 
thorities catch him. She will turn 
him over to an associate and bring 
back the money. It will give her a 
week, after all, to think about her 
marriage. 

“Listen, maidele the old man 
says as he sits drinking milk with 
Moses. “The gorilla is what he- is. 
Be afraid of your husband.” 

Up to this point, when Linda’s 
and Moses's wanderings begin. 
Animal Acts keeps us at a high 
pitch. We are dying to figure out a 
protagonist whose unexpected¬ 
ness and kaleidoscopic glitter in 
telling about herself offer a chal¬ 
lenge to our minds, a sense of 
suspense and considerable 
delight. 

The journey begins well and 
then wears down.

to tears. She never feels degraded, 
though, and they lie together in 
cuddles with vaguely sexual 
overtones. 

There is sexual pressure, be¬ 
trayal, a trap and an escape. 

All the men are treacherous ex¬ 
cept for one who is gay. In a series 
of wild chases, changes and rever¬ 
sals, he helps her and Moses van¬ 
ish into an uncertain future. 

The faster the pace, though, the 
more Linda bogs down. Lerroan 
has her engage in long, hallucina¬ 
tory arguments with Steven and 
John, who are, respectively, cold¬ 
ly hostile and menacingly solici¬ 
tous. The two men join forces to 
put her down; at the end they 
conclude she has simply lost her 
mind. 

Maybe she has; Lerman leaves 
open the possibility that Linda's 
adventures are imaginary. That 
does not really matter, what does 
matter is that her arguments, solil¬ 
oquies and anthropomorphic ro¬ 
mancing seem interminable. 

The more Linda talks, the more 
indistinct she becomes. After a 
while, it is not elaboration but the 
kind of watery swelling that trau¬ 
ma produces in an articulation.

UNITED T jndfHI Industries has won 
the tender to operate the Duda’im 
landfill in the Negev. 

The winning bid was announced 
yesterday by Environment Ministry 
Director-General Israel Pele^, who is 
also chairman of the mtermwisterial 
committee for the Duda’im tender. 


The equal partners in the winning 
bid are Mifalei Tovala, Hevrat Ta’a- 
vura, Tamam recy cling industries and 
United Waste Systems, a US 
company. 

Twelve groups vied for the fran¬ 
chise, which lasts for 10 years. 

The announcement is a major step 


forward in die ministry's plans to 
dose some 400 garbage dumps - 
many of them unauth orized and unsu- 
pervised - and transport the garbage 
instead to five national landfills. 

Duda’im is expected to replace 
Hirya, south of Tel Aviv, as the ad¬ 
dress for waste from the entire central 
region after Hiiya’s closure, sched¬ 
uled for December 1995. 

ULI submitted a detailed proposal 
for environmentally sound waste dis¬ 
posal at the site, said Uzi Lev-Tsur, 
the director of one of the group’s 
partners. The company is expected to 
invest S10 million in the construction 
and initial operation of the site.

Disney reports record earnings: The Walt Disney Co. yesterday 
repotted record earnings in the latest quarter, buoyed by blockbuster 
films and video sales. For the fiscal third quarter, the entertainment 
giant said it earned a record £268 million, or 49 cents a share, 
compared with profits of $259m., or 48 cents a share, a year ago. 
Revenues rose to a record S2.4 billion from $1.9b. 

The Burbank, California-based company said that it took a charge 
of S52.8m. during the quarter to cover its role in the restructuring of the 
financially ailing Euro Disney theme park. Reuter 


EU approves Air France, Olympic aid, sets conditions: The 
European Commission yesterday cleared FR 20 billion ($3.67 billion) 
in state aid for Air France but linked approval to a series of draconian 
conditions. Hie Commission also approved a 545 billion dra chma 
($228b.) rescue plan for Greece’s state-owned Olympic Airways. 

Air France was ordered to sell off its stake in Meridien hotels, to 
separate operations from domestic airline Air Inter and to ray back a 
FR 15b. ($278m.) loan obtained under preferential rates. The 
Commission also approved conditions with Olympic Airways’ aid 
package, comprising loan guarantees, debt write-offs and 
conversions, and a capital injection between 1995 and 1997. Reuter

MKs decide to pay 
state firm directors for 
attending board meetings 


Court rejects Tsubari’s appeal

DIRECTORS of government compa¬ 
nies will from now on be paid for 
attending a certain number of board 
meetings a year, die Knesset finance 
committee decided yesterday. 

The committee’s decision on pay¬ 
ing board members means that direc¬ 
tors of government firms wiS now get 
NIS 375-NIS 750 per meeting, de¬ 
pending on the size and importance of 
the company. Chairmen of the board 
will receive NIS 425-NIS 900 per 
meeting. 

With one exception, all the figures 
are NIS 25-NIS 100 more than the 
Treasury originally proposed, since 
committee members had complained 
that if the goal was to enable govern¬ 
ment firms to compete for directors 
with public companies, the original 
figures were too low. 

However, the payment scale is still 
considerably lower than that of most 
publicly traded companies. 

The Treasury also restricted the 
number of meetings for which a di¬ 
rector can be paid each year. This 
limit ranges firom 12 to 60, again 
depending on the size and importance 
of the company. 

Originally, the Treasury had set 
monthly limits, but die committee 
objected, saying a yearly limit would 
give a company more the flexibility 
to schedule more meetings during pe¬ 
riods of heavy activity. 

However, the yearly limits are low¬ 
er than tiie original monthly limits 
would have been, thereby compensat¬ 
ing for the higher payments. 

Although MKs had raised numer¬ 
ous other objections - some wanted 
even higher payments; some wanted 
no limit on the number of meetings - 
committee chairman Gedalya Gal 
(Labor) said it was necessary to do 
something quickly, and the revised 
proposal was a workable 
compromise.

A DATABASE listing anyone who 
has ever written a bad check is an 
unwarranted and DIegal invasion of 
privacy, the Supreme Court ruled 
yesterday. 

The court was responding to an 
appeal by the state against the Jerusa¬ 
lem District Court’s decision that it 
had to license the database in ques¬ 
tion. 

The state argued that tin database 
was illegal under the privacy protec¬ 
tion law, which forbids the use of 
information in a way the giver did not 
intend it to be used. 

When someone writes a check, 
thereby giving the recipient his name, 
address, phone number, etc., he does 
not intend this information to be en¬ 
tered into a database of bad check 
writers, the state said. 

Moshe Ventura and Uzi Argaman, 
the database organizers, argued that 
the check writer gives up his right to 
privacy by choosing to write a check, 
which includes all kinds of personal 
information. 

Furthermore, by law, invasion of 
privacy is justified if it serves a public 
interest. 

This database would serve many 
public interests, they said, since it 
would reduce the substantial losses to 
businesses which accept checks, and 
also save much time currently wasted 
by the police, the execution offices 
and the courts in helping businesses 
recover money lost through bad 
checks. 

However, Justices GavrieJ Bach, 
Ya’akov Kedmi and Tova Strasberg- 


Cohcn said that someone who writes 
a check has only agreed to reveal 
personal information to the recipient 
- not to the public at large. 

Furthermore, they ruled, the public 
benefit of such a database does not 
outweigh its potential damage to the 
individual. Numerous checks are 
bounced due to technical problems or 
bank crows, and certainly do not mer¬ 
it blacklisting the writer, they said. 

Other checks are stopped because 
of a dispute between the writer and 
the recipient, and again, do not merit 
blacklisting. Furthermore, the black¬ 
list is likely to be picked up by other 
databases in other countries, and a 
person will usually be unable to fight 
against his inclusion because in most 
cases, he won’t know about it

Public borrowing of unlinked shekel loans unchanged 


PUBLIC borrowing of unlinked 
shekel loans was virtually unchange d 
last month following a one percent¬ 
age point rise in interest rates in May, 
foe Bank of Israel reported yesterday. 

Since the last quarter of 1993, foe 
central bank has been pointing at the 
rapid growth in available credit as an 
indicator of inflationary tendencies 
and a sign that foe public considered 
credit to be cheap. 

Apparently, after six increases in 
interest rates that began in November, 
the public is starting to feel the pinch 
of higher interest rates and moderat¬ 
ing its borrowing. 

A central bank spokesman said 
money supply indicators are mixed, 
with some pointing to continued 
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growth, while others showing a slight 
drop. 

Commercial banks’ interest rates 
rose an average of half a percentage 
point in June, reflecting foe Bank of 
Israel's rate hike by the same amount 
at the end of May. 

The interest commercial banks 
charged on overdrafts increased to an 
average annual rate of 18.42 percent 
from 17.84% in May. 

Average interest on credit to foe 
public rose to 16.19% from 15.63%. 

Fixed-term interest rates on credit 
increased to 1455% from 13.98%. 

Interest on deposits rose to 9.42% 


from 8.9% in May. Short-term depos¬ 
its went up to 11.09% from 1051%. 
S imilar ly, fixed-term deposits rose to 
10.49% from 9.88%. 

The banks’ profit margin from 
transactions with the public inched up 
to 6.77% from 6.73%. Similarly, 
their financial margin for all transac¬ 
tions increased marginally to 4.99% 
from 4.91%.

Panel expected to okay Clalit funds 


THE Treasury yesterday asked 
the Knesset finance committee to 
approve a NS 600 million emer¬ 
gency funding package to keep 
Kupat Holim Clalit miming for 
the next two months. 

Finance Minister Avraham Sho- 
hat, Histadrut Secretary-General 
Hahn Ramon, Health Minister 
Ephraim Sneh and Kupat Holim 
Clalit director-general Avigdor 
Kaplan agreed last Friday on the 
interim assistance program until 
they come up with a recovery pro¬ 
gram for the health fund at the 
beginning of October. 

Attorney-General Michael 
Ben-Yair gave the agreement the 
green light and the committee is 
expected to approve it today. 

Under the proposal, the gov¬ 
ernment will pay NIS 520m., 
while the remaining NIS 80m. will 
come from deferring the payment 
of clothing and leisure allowances

to Galit workers. 

The government’s NIS 520m, 
grant consists of NIS 220m. in new 
funding, a forgiven loan of 
NIS 180mi that Clalit received for 
using government hospitals, and 
the NIS 120m. loan repayment 
the government will receive from 
the Histadrut for its NIS 400m. 
loan to Galit last month. 

The money will be transferred 
to the health fund under the fol¬ 
lowing timetable: 

On August 5, it will pay 
NIS 60m. and the forgiven loan of 
NIS 180m. 

On August 15, the government 
will transfer NIS 50m., followed 
by a payment of NIS 40m. on Sep¬ 
tember 5. The government will 
pay out to Galit any sum trans¬ 
ferred to it by the Histadrut out of 
the NIS 120m. loan repayment 


Hearing for naming 
GSS head in 4 months

THE fact that the current head of 
the General Security Service is a 
very public person might make a 
difference in whether his same 
should be allowed to be published, 
die High Court of Justice said 
yesterday. 

'‘The court heard a petition by 
the Shocken newspaper chain, 
owners of Ha'aretz and the Jerusa¬ 
lem weekly KoL Ha'ir, protesting 
the military censor’s decision to 
remove the GSS chiefs name 
from a Kol Ha'ir article in May. 

Since the current GSS head has 
made numerous public appear¬ 
ances, the petition argued, culmi¬ 
nating in a meeting with senior 
PLO officials in Cairo, there is no 
danger to state security from pub¬ 
lishing his name since any hostile 
Arab who wants to know could 
find out easily. Only the Israeli 
public is being kept in the dark, 
die petition said. 

Justices Shlomo Levine, Dov 
Levine and Ya'akov Kedmi ap¬ 
peared to be swayed by this argu¬ 
ment. At the start of the hearing, 
Shlomo Levine asked the state to 
rethink its objections, in light of 
the feet that die man’s identity is 
already widely known. 

Dov Levine also seemed to re¬ 
ject an argument by state repre¬ 
sentative Nib Arad, who heads the 
Justice Ministry’s high court divi¬ 
sion, that'revealing the GSS 
chief s name would inevitably ex¬ 
pose his colleagues in the field: 


This might be true of a man with 
a narrow circle of acquaintances, 
Arad said, but with a man who 
moves in many different circles - 
‘‘who continually exposes himself 
[to the public eye], and whom the 
state exposes" - it would not be 
clear which of his acquaintances 
were also his colleagues. 

However, Arad said the -state 
could not accept the court’s sugges¬ 
tion. Since the GSS chief is actively 
involved in operational maneuvers, 
the danger to state security would 
be too great, she said. 

Furthermore, if the rule is to be 
that the man’s name can be pub¬ 
lished as soon as enough identify¬ 
ing hints have’ appeared in the 
press, all that win happen is that 
foe censor will be much stricter 
about what he allows to appear in 
the future, she said. 

Arad added that she wanted a 
decision in principle on whether 
the name of any GS$ head could 
be published, without reference to 
this specific case. However, attor¬ 
ney Mibi Moser, representing 
Shocken, said the court should re¬ 
late to this case in particular. 

The justices said they would 
consider both questions, but 
asked for comparative informa¬ 
tion on tihe secrecy surrounding 
the heads of similar agencies in 
other countries. They gave the 
state three'months to get this in¬ 
formation, and said another hear¬ 
ing would be held in four months. 


Ethiopian newcomers work with 
Jewish and Afro-American youth

ETHIOPIAN immigrants are 
helping to break new ground in 
relationships between Jewish and 
Afro-American teenagers at inno¬ 
vative summer camp projects cm 
Mount Carmel. 

One of the programs, which are 
being run at the Yemin Orde 
Youth Village, south of Haifa, is 
primarily aimed at bringing to¬ 
gether future leaders from among 
the Afro-American community 
and Ethiopians who live and study 
in the village. 

Eight pre-college students from 
Jersey City State College are tak¬ 
ing part in the exchange program 
with a similar number of Ethiopi¬ 
ans from the village. 

They are all living alongside a 
group of American Jewish youths 
from Atlanta, as well as youths 
from Boston and Montreal who 
are taking part in another summer 
camp project at the village. 

Dr. Chaim Peri, director of Ye¬ 
min Orde, said the close encoun¬ 
ters between the Afro-Americans 
and their Jewish American coun¬ 
terparts - through the auspices of 
the Ethiopians - had helped create 
greater understanding between 
the groups and helped break down 
stereotypes , against the back¬ 


ground of ongoing tension be¬ 
tween black and Jewish communi¬ 
ties in the US. 

Peri said members of the group 
sponsored by the Atlanta Jewish 
Federation had expressed similar 
sentiments, after meeting their 
Afro-American counterparts and 
working with Ethiopian immi¬ 
grants and youths from veteran 
Israeli families. 

He noted that the Atlanta group 
was involved in projects to assist 
older Ethiopians immigrants over¬ 
come difficulties in adapting to 
technology and the modern way of 
life in Israel. 

These difficulties bad created a. 
“generation crisis" between Ethi¬ 
opian parents and their children, 
he said. “The aim is to help recon¬ 
struct the authority and dignity of 
the parents in the eyes of their 
children," said Peri, who recently 
addressed the US congressional 
committee for education, labor 
and human rights at the invitation 
of members of the black congres¬ 
sional caucus. 

“These two programs are ad¬ 
dressing two major problems in 
America and Israel and the results 
have been very encouraging," he 
added. 


NEW LEGISLATION 



During a marathon meeting which began Tuesday afternoon and 
ended early yesterday morning, the Knesset approved die 
following legislation: 

• Wiretapping law amendment: First reading: The bill expands 
the ban on eavesdropping to include recent innovations in 
technology, including facsimiles, ft redefines the term 
“conversation" to include the new methods of communication 
and increases the penalties for violation of the law. 

• Religious courts law (upholding of divorce derisions): First 
reading: The bill provides additional penalties to husbands who 
refuse to divorce their wives after a religious court has called on 
them to do so. 

• Computer law: First reading: The (nil is the first 
comprehensive legislation dealing with the computer. It defines 
the activities that are illegal with'regard to computer use, such 

as sabotaging any type of computer function, destroying, erasing, 
or changing information or sending false material, etc. 

• Government companies law: Final reading: The law allows for 
the appointment to the board of directors of public companies or 
the post of director-general candidates who do not have higher . 

■ education provided they have proven experience in a relevant field. 

• Penal law amendment: Final reading: The law expands the 
ban on racism to include racist acts. 

• State education law amendment: Final reading: The law 
stipulates public schools will be barred from teaching less chan six 
days a week unless the change is approved by the education 
minister and is carried out in accordance with rales and conditions 
set by him and okayed by the Knesset education committee. 

• Banking law (customer service) amendment: First redding: 

^The bill bars bulks from advertising in schools. Dan Izenbtrg 


within 7 days. Once the whole sum 
is repaid, the government will 
transfer an additional NIS 70m. to 
Galit by September 15. 

If the sides fail to settle on an 
overall recovery program, the 
government will be entitled to re¬ 
cover the aid extended to Galit 
from the money the fund gets 
through the National Insurance 
Institute.

The parties also agreed to initi¬ 
ate the process of turning Kupat 
Holim’s hospitals into indepen¬ 
dent non-profit corporations as of 
January. During the process, they 
will review the repercussions of 
the move on the fond and on its 
financial stability. 

Michal Yudehnan adds: 

Ramon yesterday issued a state¬ 
ment expressing regret at the Ku¬ 
pat Holim workers' rejection of 
his offer that they temporarily give 
up 50% of their clothing allow¬ 
ance and 100% of their leisure 
allowance.

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Flatto-Sharon charged with 
defrauding French firm 


Group appeals decision 
to close Pinhasi probe

BUSINESSMAN and former MK 
Samuel Flatto-Sharon was 
charged with six counts of conspir¬ 
acy, fraud and theft in Tel Aviv 
District Court yesterday. 

Claude Kleptsch, Michael Dar 
and Avi Tavissal were also indict¬ 
ed on the same charges. The four 
allegedly defrauded a French jew¬ 
elry company, CPFI, out of mil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

According to the indictment, 
Flatto-Sharon masterminded the 
scam, taking advantage of the 
French company’s difficulties to 
set it up. 

In September 1992, Flatto- 
Sharon asked Tavissal, the owner 
of the Israel Diamond Center 
(IDC), to inform CPFI that his 
company was willing to invest in 
the French firm and be its Israeli 
representative. According to the 
indictment, Tavissal had no inten¬ 
tion of actually investing in CPFI. 

Oaude Kleptsch was appointed 
manager of CPFI in November 
1992 and allegedly worked in col¬ 
laboration with Flatto-Sharon and 


Tavissal to defraud the company. 
Kleptsch fust sent other CPFI 
managers on an annual vacation. 
Then, acting on instructions given 
by Flatto-Sharon and Tavissal. 
Kleptsch, who had signatory* 
rights for CPFI, stole large 
amounts of money and jewelry 
from the company. • 

Michael Dar is employed by 
Flatto-Sharon in his Dizengoff 
Center offices in Tel Aviv and was 
allegedly sent by the latter to buy 
a Swiss firm, Lancel. He then 
opened bank accounts in the com¬ 
pany’s name. Money transferred 
from CPFI was funneled through 
these accounts, and Tavissal and 
Flatto-Sharon are accused of with¬ 
drawing around $500,000 from 
them. 

In December 1992, read the 
charge sheet. Kleptsch, in his ca¬ 
pacity as manager of CPFI, stole 
large amounts of gold jewelry, val¬ 
ued at $1.6 million, from the com¬ 
pany and transferred them 
through Lancel to Tavissal’s com¬ 
pany here. 


THE Movement for Quality Government in Israel yesterday appealed 
to the attorney-general against the police’s decision to dose an investi¬ 
gation of MK Raphael Pinhasi (Shas), for allegedly bribing other MKs 
to vote against lifting his parliamentary immunity. 

In March 1993, the Knesset voted 5841 to lift Pinhasi*s immunity so 
he could stand trial for not reporting Shas’s payments to yesbiva 
students to the authorities during the I98S elections. 

However, the High Court of Justice ordered a revote on technical 
grounds, and last July the Knesset voted 54-50 not to lift Pinhasi's 
immunity. 

The movement said it received information almost immediately after 
the vote that Pinhasi had bribed a number of MKs to switch their votes. 
The alleged bribes included promises of funding for certain projects 
from the Religious Affairs Ministry - of which Pinhasi was deputy 
minister at the time. 

The movement gave this information to the police, but after 10 
months, the police decided to dose the file.

A FORMER Jerusalem City Hall 
planner has been detained by po¬ 
lios on suspicion he took bribes 
from residents in return for ap¬ 
proving their construction plans. 
Police said additional arrests in 
connection with die case were 
expected. 

The suspect had accomplices, 
although probably not from within 
City. Hail, a source dose to the 
case said. Yesterday, the suspect, 
Shmuel Eriichman, 36. was re¬ 
manded for 10 days in Jerusalem 
Magistrate’s Court. Eriichman, 
who worked for the city from 1990 
until two weeks ago, was detained 
Monday. 

He allegedly demanded and re¬ 
ceived bribes from a number of 
residents in return for construc¬ 
tion permits. 

A neighborhood resident re¬ 
cently complained to police that 
Eriichman asked for NIS 4,000 in 
return for a construction permit. 

The resident paid Erlich- 
man, but later had second 
thoughts about the move and 
went to police, according to 


the police spokesman. 

According to police, Eriichman 
has already confessed to a number 
of instances of bribery while work¬ 
ing for the dty. At firet, however, 
he denied the charges, and refused 
to cooperate with investigators.
